Ambassador 
Lane has commented that it seems unlikely the PDRY would 
launch a major attack at a time wh en they are trying to 
mend relations with Saudi Arabia.

Czechoslovakia-US 


The US Embassy in Prague reports that since the 
first of the year the Czechoslovaks have taken a number 
of small steps to ease bilateral difficulties, especially 
on economic, consular, and cultural relations. Many of 
these steps have represented progress on human rights 
issues. Although Czechoslovakia continues to follow the 
Soviets' lead on ell foreign policy questions the Embassy 
believes that Prague is trying to signal a desire to move 
forward with efforts to resolve longstanding problems 
and generally improve relations.

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At a news briefing today. Deputy Prime Minister 
Entezam said that Iran would begin exporting oil within 
the next 15 days.
